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/F  we  are  hoping  to  reform  mankind^ 
we  must  begin,  not  with  adults  whose 
habits  and  ideals  are  set,  but  with 
children  who  are  still  plastic.  We  must 
begin  with  children  in  the  home^  the 
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chairman's  REPORT. 

To  the  General  Committee  of  the 
National  Child  Welfare  Exhibit 
Association : 

The  extraordinary  vitality  that 
this  Association  has  developed 
since  its  organization  a  little 
more  than  a  year  ago  cannot  be 
understood  unless  it  is  remem- 
bered that  it  represents  a  medium 
through  w^hich  the  previously 
divergent  but  now  focused  forces 
of  the  Child  Welfare  Movement 
of  the  present  time  are  finding 
a  more  intelligent  expression. 

Cities  are  appealing  to  us  for 
our  service  because  they  realize 
that  by  so  doing  they  are  mak- 
ing available  for  themselves  the 
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accumulated  experience  of  all  the 
important  Child  Welfare  Ex- 
hibitions previously  held  in  this 
country,  and  we  have  every 
reason  to  believe  that  as  this  pro- 
cess continues  we  shall  be  able  to 
respond  to  each  additional  city 
even  more  efficiently. 

The  details  of  the  work  are  to 
be  found  in  the  General  Secre- 
tary's report.  It  only  remains 
therefore  for  me  to  make  grate- 
ful acknowledgement  of  the 
splendid  and  substantial  support 
of  the  public  spirited  friends  who 
are  making  it  possible.

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GENERAL   SECRBTA&y's  REPORT. 

To  the  National  Child  Welfare 
Bixhibit  Association: 

It  is  a  remarkable  phenomenon 
how  an  idea  advanced  at  the 
psychological  moment  will  pro- 
duce a  world-wide  effect  far  be- 
yond the  reach  of  the  imagination 
of  the  one  conceiving  it.  Such 
certainly  has  been  the  history  of 
the  child  wel£u'e  exhibit  idea. 
Starting  with  the  Child  Welfare 
Exhibit  in  the  Seventy-first  Reg- 
iment Armory  in  New  York 
January  and  February  1 9  ii , 
among  the  American  cities  that 
have  since  held  exhibits  are 
Chicago,  Kansas  City,  St.  Louis, 

Bu£^o,    Montreal,  Louisville, 
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Providence,    Rochester,  Knox- 
ville  and  Atlanta.     And  dur- 
ing the  past  year  the  movement 
has   crossed    the    Atlantic  to 
Europe.    Exhibits    have  been 
held  in  Olympia  Hall,  London; 
in  Ghent,  Belgium  as  a  part  of 
the  191 3  Universal  Exposition, 
and  finally  in  Brussels  the  Union 
des  Associations  Internationales 
permanently  installed   a  Child 
Welfare  Exhibit  in  its  Inter- 
national Social  Museum.  Ex- 
hibits are  also  being  planned  for 
Italy,     India,     China,  Japan 
Australia  and  South  Afi-ica. 

However  remarkable  the 
growth  of  this  movement  has  been, 
the  real  test  of  its  value  to  human- 
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ity  is  in  the  definite  results  that 
have  followed  in  its  wake. 
Here  are  the  reports  from  a  few 
of  the  cities : 

NEW  YORK. 
The  city  increased  its  appropriation 
to  the  Division  of  Child  Hygiene  of 
the  Health   Department  by  I167,- 
705.00. 

The  city  appropriated  ^23  5^000 
for  a  new  Children's  Court  Building. 
It  also  adopted  a  plan  recommended 
by  our  Committee  on  Laws  and  Ad- 
ministration, to  wit: 

a.  Increased  number  of  probat- 
ion officers  to  26. 

b.  Hastakenfour  judges  entirely 
out  of  the  work  of  the  Court 
of  Special  Sessions  in  the 
Criminal  Branch,  and  has 
transferred  them  for  exclusive 
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service  in  the  four  Children's 
Courts  of  the  greater  city.  It 
has  made  a  further  provision 
that  one  judge  shall  be  in  the 
Children's  Court  of  Mahat- 
tan  during  nine  months  of  the 
year,  one  in  Kings  for  nine 
months  and  one  in  Richmond 
and  Queens  for  ten  months. 
A  fourth  judge  followed  the 
circuit  relieving  the  others 
froni  time  to  time  for  neces- 
sary vacations. 

Neighborhood  Child  Welfere  Ex- 
hibits throughout  Greater  New  York 

have  been  organized  by  the  New 
York  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

CHICAGO. 

Introduction  of  course  on  Child- 
ren's Welfare  in  the  Chicago  School 

of  Civics  and  Philanthropy. 
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The  Health  Department  increased 
its  activity  to  reduce  the  needless  in- 
fant deaths  resulting  from  prevent- 
able diseases. 

Municipal  development  of  bath- 
ing beaches  promoted — and  secured. 

Greater  city  regulation  of  street 
trades  brought  about 

Larger  provision  for  girls'  clubs 
and  activities. 

ST.  LOUIS. 

A  loose  partnership  formed  be- 
tween a  newly  aroused  public  and 
existing  agencies  working  for  the 
welfare  of  children. 

The  Exhibit  is  continued  as  a  part 
of  the  Traveling  Libraries  Depart- 
ment of  the  Public  Library. 

Sections  of  the  Exhibit,  dealing 
with  particular  subjects,  loaned  for 
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circulation  in  churches,  schools,  set- 
tlements and  clubs. 

The  Children's  i^encies  and  the 
churches  stimulated  to  a  stock-taking 
of  progress  and  furnished  an  exact 
basis  for  mapping  out  the  next  steps 
ahead. 

The  Exhibit  stated  a  summary  of 
needs  upon  which  the  Legislative 
Program  and  that  of  the  Central 
Federation  of  Social  Agencies  for  the 
year  have  been  very  largely  based. 

There  was  brought  to  the  field  of 
social  work  a  recognition  of  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  whole  city  for 
working  out  these  problems  for  child- 
ren so  that  they  are  seen  more  clearly, 
not  as  problems  in  charity  but  as 
problems  in  democracy.  The  old 
emphasis  of  organized  charity  is  giv- 
ing way  to  a  new  emphasis  on  organ- 
ized democracy. 


CHILD  WELFARE  EXHIBITS 


MONTREAL. 

The  Catholic  School  Commission 
has  endorsed  the  proposal  that  the 
school  buildings  should  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  institutions  for  social 
purposes  outside  of  school  hours. 

The  Press  and  many  societies  have 
begun  to  advocate  legislation  to  pro- 
vide useful  employment  for  prisoners 
with  families,  and  the  payment  of 
wages  earned  by  them  to  their  fami- 
lies. 

Widespread  interest  was  aroused 
in  such  questions  as  the  enactment 
of  better  laws  for  child  protection, 
better  housing  and  the  provision 
for  more  playgrounds. 

Censorship  for  moving  pictures. 

Other  large  Canadian  cities  will 
have  Exhibits. 

Through  the  efforts  of  a  nuniber 
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of  societies  a  strong  independent 
Housing  Association  is  in  process  of 
formation. 

Through  the  Charity  Organization 
Society  and  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses 
a  strong  impetus  has  been  given  to 
Hospital  Social  Service  Work. 

LOUISVILLE. 

A  Housing  Inspector  has  been 
appointed.  Louisville  had  a  tene- 
ment house  law  which  provided  that 
there  should  be  an  Inspector  but 
there  had  never  been  enough  pubUc 
feeling  to  see  that  he  was  appointed. 
One  was  appointed  one  week  after 
the  Exhibit  closed,  as  a  result  of  the 
interest  in  the  Housing  Section. 

A  Child  Welfare  Committee  has 
been  appointed  by  the  Conference  of 
Social  Workers  made  up  of  members 
of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Ken- 
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tucky  Child  Welfare  Exhibit,  which 
watches  and  promotes  legislation 
relating  to  Child  Welfare. 

The  entire  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Child  Welfare  Conference  has 
been  perpetuated  as  a  separate  organ- 
ization with  the  object  of  distributing 
the  screens,  and  any  other  material 
gathered  by  the  Committee  through- 
out the  state,  and  of  holding  Neigh- 
borhood Exhibits  in  the  Public 
Schools. 

The  Country  Life  Exhibit  is  pre- 
served by  the  State  Department  of 
Education  for  future  demonstrations. 

A  million  dollar  bond  issue  for 
Schools. 

ROCHESTER. 
Greater  co-operation  among  all 
social  agencies  and  a  more  friendly 
spirit  among  all  social  workers. 
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The  screens  have  been  placed  in 
the  Rochester  Public  Library  where  • 
they  are  available  just  as  books  are 
available.  They  are  being  borrowed 
constantly  by  schools,  churches  and 
social  agencies  for  neighborhood  ex- 
hibit purposes. 

Plans  for  model  homes  for  work- 
ingmen  have  been  prepared  and  the 
work  of  construction,  it  is  confidently 
expected,  will  soon  begin. 

A  study  of  the  boy  problem  has 
been  proposed  in  order  that  the 
various  agencies  which  have  to  do 
with  boy  life  may  be  able  to  co-oper- 
ate more  eiFectively  and  plan  more 
intelligently. 

A  Health  Course  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

A  series  of  Follow-up  Conferences  : 

I .  Infant  Mortality —  Miss  J  ulia 
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C.  Lathrop,  National  Child- 
ren's Bureau,  May  3,  19 13. 
This  conference  has  resulted 
in  an  active  campaign  for  more 
complete  registration  of  births. 

2.  Playgrounds  and  Recreation. 
Charles  F.  Weller,  Play- 
ground and  Recreation  Asso- 
ciation of  America,  May  20, 
19 13.  This  conference  has 
secured  the  appointment  of  a 
commission  with  the  Mayor 
as  chairman.  This  commission 
has  engaged  the  services  of 
Rowland  Haynes,  play- 
ground expert,  who,  at  the 
expense  of  the  city,  has  made 
a  complete  survey  of  Roches- 
ter's playground  system  and 
has  embodied  the  results  of 
his   researches   in   a  report 
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which  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Mayor.  The  chief  recom- 
mendations  are: 

(a)  The  appointment  of  a  Recre- 
ation Commission. 

(b)  The  appointment  of  a  Recre- 
ation Superintendent  who  will 
give  all  his  time  to  supervis- 
ing recreation  and  to  planning 
the  development  of  recreation 
centers.

The  Child  Welfare  Exhibition 
Movement  had  reached  such  pro- 
portions a  year  ago  that  the  increas- 
ing demand  from  all  sections  of  the 
country  for  child  welfare  information 
and  advice  could  no  longer  be  met  by 
local  committees.    So  the  National 
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Child  Welfare  Exhibition  Commit- 
tee was  organized  and  the  present 
Executive  Committee  was  empower- 
ed to  carry  on  the  work.  I  respect- 
folly  submit  a  resume  of  the  first 
year's  work  done  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Executive  Committee 
as  follows :

I.  Directors.  Anna  Louise 
Strong,  Ph.  D.,  was  secured  as  Ex- 
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hibit  Director.  Her  experience  in 
connection  with  Child  Welfare  Ex- 
hibits in  New  York,  Chicago,  Kan- 
sas City,  St.  Louis,  Montreal,  Ro- 
chester, Buffalo  and  Louisville, 
makes  her  especially  fitted  for  this 
work.  Under  her  supervision  two 
associate  directors  are  being  develop- 
ed. Miss  Emily  C.  Coye  for  two 
months  had  charge  of  our  Child 
Welfare  Exhibit  at  Knoxville,  and 
later  of  our  exhibit  material  in  At- 
lanta. Miss  Matilda  C.  Spence  is 
serving  an  apprenticeship  with  the 
New  York  Child  Welfare  Commit- 
tee.

This  sixteen  page  illustrated 
bulletin  reproduces  some  of 
the  most  effective  exhibit 
panels  that  have  been  used. 

7  and  8  are  blanks  for  the  use 
of  local  exhibitors  in  prepar- 
ing their  own  "  lay-out."

8  is  a  blank  filled  out. 

p.  Suggestions  for  a  Committee  on 
Publicity, 

This  covers  committee  organ- 
ization, the  various  avenues 
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of  publicity  suggesting  a 
scheduled  plan  of  work  and 
giving  detailed  statement  of 
costs. 

10,  The  Organization  of  Explain- 
ers in  a  Child  W elf  are  Exhibit, 
In  this  bulletin  the  most 
effective  plan  yet  worked  out 
to  insure  a  complete  and  con- 
tinuous oral  explanation  of 
the  exhibit  is  presented.

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This  bulletin  suggests  ways  of 
utilizing  exhibit  material,  the 
form  of  organizadon,  if  any,  for 
follow-up  work,  etc. 

These  bulletins  which  cover  so 
fully  the  practical  details  connected 
with  child  welfare  exhibits,  have  elic- 
ited the  wannest  praise  from  business 
men  and  social  workers  who  appre- 
ciate their  value  in  saving  time  and 
money  to  a  community.    They  can 

be  secured  at  twenty-five  cents  per 
set. 

III.  Exhibits.  There  are  cer- 
tain fundamental  principles  of  child 
welfare  which  apply  to  every  state  or 
city  or  community  and  which  lend 
themselves  to  efFective  expression 
through  exhibits.  It  is  the  policy  of 
our  Association  to  construct  a  com- 
plete series  of  panels  in  standardized 
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form  to  cover  these  principles  and 
thus  make  available  for  loaning  pur- 
poses an  exhibit  nucleus  around 
which  a  state,  city  or  community  can 
construct  a  supplementary  exhibit 
having  to  do  exclusively  with  local 
conditions. 

We  have  already  constructed  twen- 
ty-eight sections  of  such  an  exhibit. 
Each  section  fifteen  feet  long  and 
eight  feet  high  can  be  displayed  with- 
out any  attachment  to  floor  or 
wall  and  is  easily  adjustable  to  the 
requirements  of  space.  The  others 
were  constructed  for  the  organizations 
noted.  In  subject  matter  they  rep- 
resent the  "  last  word  "  and  due  credit 
is  given  to  the  authorities  quoted.

CHILD  WELFARE  EXHIBITS 


National  Conservation  Exposition 
held  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee  through- 
September  and  October. 

At  the  National  Conference  of 
Charities  and  Corrections  in  Seattle 
four  other  sections  were  shown,  and 
Miss  Strong  presented  a  paper  on 
"  The  Child  Welfkre  Exhibit  as  a 
Means  of  Child-Helping." 

Four  sections  were  shown  at  the 
Fourth  International  Congress  on 
School  Hygiene  held  in  Buffalo  the 
last  week  in  August.  At  diis  Con- 
gress the  General  Secretary  presented 
a  paper  on  "  The  Influence  of  Child 
Welfare  Exhibits  on  the  Health  of 
School  Children.'* 

Two  sections  were  exhibited  at  the 
Industrial  Education  Conference  and 
National  Vocational  Guidance  Asso- 
ciation in  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan 
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in  October. 

Atlanta,  Georgia  arranged  for  all 
of  our  exhibit  material  with  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Coye  for  an  Exhibit 
December  i  to  15. 

IV.  Exhibit  Advice  and  As- 
sistance. Immediately  following 
the  public  presentation  of  our  stand- 
ardized exhibit  sections,  there  came  a 
demand  from  other  organizations  for 
our  assistance  in  constructing  exhibit 
material  for  them.  This  recognition 
coming  in  some  cases  from  organiz- 
ations of  wide  exhibit  experience,  is 
an  encouraging  evidence  of  the  cflic- 
iency  of  our  work. 

In  addition  to  the  exhibits  pre- 
pared for  various  societies,  we  have 
been  asked  to  give  advice  and  assist- 
ance to  the  Religious  Education  As- 
sociation, New  York  Committee  for 
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the  Prevention  of  Blindness,  Internat- 
ional Committee  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
New  York  City  Planning  Exhibit' 
Emancipation  Proclamation  Exhibit- 
ion, State  Charities  Aid  — Mothers 
and  Babies  Department,  Sunday 
School  Department  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  Sunday  School  and 
Publishing  Society  Congregational 
Church,  Girls  Friendly  Society  of 
America,  American  City  Bureau. 

V.  The  Press.  The  present 
magnitude  of  the  movement  owes 
much  to  the  sympathetic  attitude  of 
the  Press.  It  has  been  conservatively 
estimated  that  10,000,000  people 
read  about  the  original  exhibit  held 
in  the  Seventy-first  Regiment 
Armory.  The  clippings  that  came 
into  our  office  from  day  to  day  bear 
such  headings  as:  "Atlanta  Holds 
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Child  Welfare  Exhibit";  "Child 
Welfare  Exhibit  at  Knoxville  "  To- 
ledo Plans  Child  Welfare  Exhibit"; 
"  Follow-up  Conference  of  the  Child 
Welfare  Exhibit  at  Rochester"; 
"  Child  Welfare  Committee  Formed 
in  Massachusetts";  "Texas  Child 
Welfere  Menus  "  ;  "  Batde  Creek 
Child  Welfare  Exhibit  of  Greatest 
Interest";  "Organizing  to  Protect 
Welfare  of  Ohio  Children." 

It  would  be  difficult  indeed  to  find 
a  large  daily  newspaper  or  a  leading 
magazine  that  has  not  published 
within  the  last  three  years,  articles  on 
child  welfare  exhibits. 

VI.  The  Child  Problem  and 
A  Method  of  Attack.  This  enor- 
mous activity  in  behalf  of  the  child  is 
no  indication  that  the  child  problem 
is  practically  solved.    It  is  still  a  fact 
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that  of  the  total  number  of  deaths, 
over  19  per  cent,  are  of  infants  under  • 
one  year  of  age  and  about  27  per 
cent,  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age.     The  same  conditions  which 
caused  these  deaths  throughout  the 
country  half  destroys  perhaps  two  or 
three  times   as  many  more  child- 
ren   who    somehow    manage  to 
crawl  over  the  infant  dead  line  and 
live  on  to  be  the  fathers  and  mothers 
of  the  next  generation.    These  are 
the  rank  and  file  who  go  through  life 
half  dead  half  alive  feilures,  misun- 
derstood, filling  our  penal  and  char- 
itable institutions  for  which  the  State 
is  spending  millions  of  dollars  annual- 
ly all  because  these  unfortunate  indi- 
viduals have  been  robbed   of  the 
heritage  of  a  happy  healthy  child- 
hood. 

Infant  mortality  is  only  one  phase 
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of  the  child  problem.  There  is  the 
problem  of  the  education  of  the  child, 
of  the  social  and  recreational  life  of 
the  child,  of  the  moral  and  religious 
life  of  the  child,  all  demanding  attent- 
ion. 

The  tendency  in  the  past  has  been 
to  be  satisfied  with  remedial  work, 
but  gradually  a  shifting  of  emphasis 
has  come  about  and  more  energy  is 
being  directed  into  the  channels  of 
prevention,  in  building  a  fence  at  the 
top  of  the  cliff  rather  than  in  con- 
ducting an  expensive  ambulance  ser- 
vice below.  I  think  the  tremendous 
vitality  our  work  has  developed  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  essentially 
preventive. 

Fully  50  per  cent,  of  the  destruct- 
ion of  child  life  whether  moral  or 
physical  is  due  to  ignorance.  For 
example,  last  year  in  New  York  City 
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alone  8,000  infants  died  of  prevent- 
able  diseases.  That  means  if  the 
fathers  or  the  mothers  or  those  who 
were  responsible  for  those  children 
had  known  just  what  to  do,  these 
hves  would  have  been  saved.  Banish 
this  fatal  ignorance  and  you  save  the 
child  for  a  useful  citizenship. 

In  this  work   as   in  any  work, 
nothmg  short  of  the  ideal  is  practic- 
able.   We  must  bring  about  through 
aiucation  such  a  readjustment  of  the 
aty  child's  environment  that  all  the 
forces  making  for  health  and  charac- 
ter and  only  such  forces,  shall  play 
unhindered  upon  the  whole  nature  to 
produce  a  normal  child.    It  is  a  pro- 
cess in  which  every   fether  every 
mother  every  citizen  must  engage. 
And  the  purpose  of  all  our  efforts  is 
to  get  into  the  consciousness  of  a 
people  the  necessity  for  as  well  as  the 
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means  of  making  this  readjustment. 
A  more  effective  method  of  accom- 
plishing this  task  than  the  Child 
Welfare  Exhibit  is  yet  to  be  discov- 
ered.
